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Present  Parking  Areas 
Slated  For  Replacement 
By  Building  Construction

Present  parking  areas  will  be  available  for  student  use  only 
from  one  to  two  years  more,  with  the  area  west  of  the  Science 
building  due  for  building  construction  this  March. 

This  information  was  released  by  administration  officials  last 
week  during  a presentation  of  future  plans  for  handlina  campus 
traffic,  It  was  pointed  out,  however,  by  the  administration,  that 


new  parking  areas,  of  an  im- 
proved nature,  would  be  made 
available  as  fast  as  the  areas  now 
in  use  go  out  of  existence. 

Pres.  William  F.  Edwards, 
vice  president  in  charge  of  fi- 
nances, stated  that  the  cost  of 
improving  campus  traffic  facili- 
ties demanded  capital  investment, 
and  that  student  funds  will  not 
be  used  to  carry  out  that  pro- 
gram. Campus  traffic  facilities 
will  be  improved  under  the  over- 
all University  expansion  plan. 

Permanent  Areas 
Permanent  parking  areas, 
which  will  be  paved,  will  be  lo- 
cated just  north  of  the  present 
north  entrance  to  the  campus. 
This  area  should  serve  well  over 
two  thousand  cars. 

Two  four-lane  highways  Will 
provide  access  to  the  campus, 
with  one  to  enter  from  the  north- 
east and  the  other  from  the 
northwest.  The  northwest  en- 
trance is  now  under  construction 
as  a cooperative  effort  between 
the  county  and  the  school.  Two 
lots  were  purchased  by  the  Uni- 
versity, one  for  $21,000  and  the 
other  for  $2,500,  prior  to  con- 
struction of  this  highway.  To 
follow  12th  North,  the  new  en- 
trance should  be  opened  some- 
time next  summer. 

The  other  entrance  will  open 
just  north  of  the  Family  Living 
units,  and  access  to  the  campus 
will  be  by  a route  up  Ninth  East 
to  the  new  entrance.  This  high- 
way, also  four-lane,  will  lead  into 
the  permanent  parking  area.

In  addition,  a permanent  park- 
ing area  for  students  using  the

Unit  Proposal 
Accepted  by 
Co  - ordinator 

A temporary  solution  to  the 
threat  of  large  social  units  was 
accepted  Tuesday  by  Student  Co- 
ordinator Henry  L.  Isaksen.  The 
proposal,  which  was  advanced  by 
Rtiss  Mickelson.  IOC  president, 
in  Social  Unit  committee  meet- 
ing, will  increase  the  number  of 
possible  rush  parties  to  four  in- 
stead of  the  previous  two. 

Rushees  must  attend  all  rush 
parties  held  by  the  unit  they 
wish  to-  join.  Announcement  of 
subsequent  rush  parties  will  be 
made  at  the  presently  scheduled 
rush  parties. 

Three  or  Four  Parties 

For  units  which  will  hold  three 
or  four  parties  to  discourage 
some  students  from  joining,  the 
deadline  for  rush  parties  will  be 
extended  one  week.  Rush  parties 
will  end  Jan.  28;  applications 
must  'be  filed  by  Jan.  29. 

Pledging  will  be  postponed  two 
weeks  for  these  units  because  no 
pledging  is  allowed  during  mid- 
term week — Feb.  1 to  5. 

The  problem  of  large  social  or- 
ganizations is  relatively  new  to 
Brigham  Young  University.  The 
trouble  is  highlighted  by  two 
girls’  social  units — Cami  Los  and 
ToKalon.  Cami  Los  members  dis- 
covered 147  new  coeds  Monday 
at  their  first  rush  parties;  95 
(Continued  on  page  5)

Safety  Valve

The  prisoner  of  war  issue  in 
Korea  comes  to  a head  this  week, 
and  it  looks  like  the  Communists 
have  taken  a beating  on  the  psy- 
chological war  front. 

The  concluding  of  a truce  was 
delayed  many  months  over  this 
one  point:  Are  soldiers,  who 

surrendered,  obligated  to  return 
to  their  native  country  when  the 
fighting  stops? 

The  Communists  say  yes.  The 
UN  says  no.  At  stake  is  much 
more  than  the  individual  lives 
and  liberty  of  the  prisoners,  be- 
cause no  amount  of  Communist 
propaganda  and  lies  can  erase 
the  fact  that  near  23,000  of  their 
men  hate  Communism  so  much 
that  they  have  renounced  their 
families  and  their  country. 
Prisoner  Rundown 
The  figures: 

74,500 — returned  to  North  Ko- 
rea or  China. 

23,000 — refused  to  go  home. 

The  21  American  turncoats  are 
insignificant  compared  to  the 
Communist  figure,  especially 
when  w.e  remember  the  treat- 
ment given  to  UN  POW’s — treat- 
ment, which  prompted  President 
Eisenhower  to  say  to  his  own 
son,  “I  believe  that  in  time  I 
could  learn  to  bear  it,  if  you 
were  killed  in  the  service  of 
your  country.  But,  for  God’s  sake 
don’t  let  them  take  you  prisoner. 

If  they  held  you,  l don’t  think  I 
could  carry  on  with  this  heavy 
job  I must  now  take  up.” 

Refuse  Repatriation 
Apparently,  the  Reds  believed 
their  own  propaganda,  when 
they  agreed  to  release  as  civili- 
ans all  POW’s  who  refused  re- 
patriation. They  didn’t  believe 
the  prisoners  would  voluntarily 
refuse  to  go  home.  So,  when  the 
first  few  interviews  persuaded 
less  than  five  per  cent  to  change 
their  minds,  the  Communists 
jammed  up  the  talks.  Now, 
when  the  90-day  period  nears 
the  end,  they  charge  a violation 
of  the  truce,  if  the  prisoners  are 
released.  Too  bad,  it’s  all  down 
on  paper— paper  they  signed. 

An  incident,  reported  from  Ko- 
rea the  day  the  truce  began, 
shows  why  the  UN  will  not  bar- 
gain or  talk  again  about  the 
POW’s. 

“I  talked  with  three  Commu- 
nist newspaper  men,  but  they 
refused  to  discuss  the  war.  I 
asked  one  how  long  he  thought 
the  peace  conference  would  last. 
He  shrugged  his  shoulders.  I 
asked,  “forever?”  He  laughed 
and  said,  “perhaps.”

For  Atomic  Study 

Seniors  majoring  in  chemistry, 
physics,  or  engineering  are  el- 
igible to  apply  for  Atomic  En- 
ergy Commission-sponsored  grad- 
uate fellowships  in  radiological 
physics  for  the  1954-55  school 
year,  according  to  Oak  Ridge 
Institute  of  Nuclear  Studies. 

As  many  as  75  fellowships  may 
be  awarded,  with  fully  accredit- 
ed graduate  study  to  be  carried 
out  at  one  of  three  major  univer- 
sities and  their  neighboring  AEC 
installations. 

Nine  months  of  course  work  at 
the  university  is  followed  by 
three  months  of  additional  study 
and  field  training  at  the  cooper- 
ating AEC  installation 
Basic  stipend  for  fellows  is 
$1600  per  year,  plus  university 
tuition  and  required  fees  with  an 
allowance  of  $350  if  married  and 
$350  for  each  dependent  child. 

Radiological  physics  is  a new 
and  expanding  science  associated 
with  the  use  of  radioisotopes  or 
the  release  of  nuelear  energy.
